Evidently  written  for  some  Magazine,  and  contains  a  number  of  MS. 
corrections  in  the  text.  The  title  of  the  article  originally  read  "  My 
Book  and  I,"  but  Whitman  has  written  in  his  revised  title,  "  Backward 
Glances  over  a  traveled  road." 

It  is  a  soulful  resume  in  the  light  of  after  years  of  his  famous  poems

of  the  thirty  years  they  seek  to  embody  .  .  .  I  look  upon  'Leaves  of 
Grass'  }iow  finished  to  the  end  of  its  opportunities  and  powers,  as  my 
definite  carle  visite  to  the  coming  generation  of  the  New  World," 
etc.,  etc.
